I have much pleasure in conveying to you, on

"His Majesty's Government view with favour the 
establishment in Palestine of a national home for the 
Jewish people, and will use their oest endeavours to 
facilitate the achievement of this object, it being 
Clearly understood that nothing shall be done vhich 
may prejudice the civil and religious rights of 
existing non-vewish commnities in Palestine, or the 
rights and political status enjoyed by Jews in any 
other country".

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December 9, 1917 CE 
Fall of Ferusalem 


December 9, 1917 - Jerusalem’s surrender party led by its Ottoman mayor, Hussein al-Husseini (holding the cane), 
surrender to Sergeants Sedgewick and Hurcomb of the London Regiment and formally handover the control of 
Jerusalem to Britain, after the Ottoman Army had withdrawn overnight (Dec 8/9) and abandoned the city. 


Per several accounts, al-Husseini attempted to surrender six times on December 9. The first four attempts involved 
low-rank British soldiers who were either confused or did not have clear orders yet; the fifth and sixth were with Brig. 
Gen. C.F. Watson at 9:30 a.m. and then with Maj. Gen. John Shea on behalf of General Edmund Allenby at 11 a.m. 


The 1917 Jerusalem Surrender Flag is perhaps one of the most important historic artifacts of modern world history. 


It was allegedly torn from a hospital bed sheet by a nurse to effect the surrender to the British. It remains on 
permanent display at the Imperial War Museum, London and the Garst Museum, Greenville, OH.
